¢ Energy Transition Act- Bob Spillers: through legislators, develop rule making standard (state only rule) for coal
fired energy generating facilities, initial stages working on this, request a hearing in March/April — in place 2023.
Minimum size limit for facilities in the state statue. (emission standard for CO» megawatt hour- directive to coal
fired power plant desired to push renewable - San Juan generating station- renewal energy portfolio).
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Construction Fees (part 75-construction fees-SIP related) title V and NSR and rule making activities. Need to talk
with EPA if they revise this rule, what do they need to do? What NMED need to keep in mind to move forward
with it?

Possibility to reappeal process equipment as part of SIP- end of next year — to clean their rules a little bit. Old rule
adopted back in the 70s, that are not enforced anymore.
